dren transported to Russia in 1939- 
40 have “perished from hunger and 
exposure,” Bishop Josef “Gawlina, 
chief of chaplains of the Polish 
armed forces, sald today in an 
appeal for help for the child ex- 
fles still surviving. 

Issued through the National Ro- 
man Catholic Welfare Conference 
here, the bishop's appeal said: 

“These children were snatched 
from their homes in the winter of 
1939-40 at Lwow, Vilno and the 
entire eastern part of Poland. For 
the most part, they were ete 
into railroad cars, transported to 
Russia and placed on co-operative 
Here where heavy work was their 
ot.’ 

The children received neither 
education nor spiritual consolida- 
tion, said Bishop Gawlina, “for no 
one knows where the exiled Polish 
priests are kept.”

Canadians will) go on meat rationing 
% early in May, There has been much specu- 
f lation as to when it would begin but all 
F__ suspense was set at rest when the Hon. J. 
Re L, Ilsléy announced the decision that beef, 

veal,-pork and lamb would be rationed at 
the rate of approximately two pounds a 
‘8 week for each person, Poultry, fish, eggs, 
é cheese and fats are not included. Hearts, 
. livers, kidneys’ and. brains remain un- 
: rationed. ~ . ‘ 

What this means is that there will bea 
reduction of about ten per cent in con- 
samption of meat in the lower-wage group 
under rationing while in, the case of 
higher-salaried or higher income people, 
it will mean about thirty per cent re- 
‘ duction. 

Ss The average consumption of meat in 
: Canada has been about two and a half 
pounds a week. 

Canada has greatly increased her 
exports of meats to Britain since the war 
bean and thereby has rendered a worth- 
while contribution. 

No burdensome restrictions are to be 
placed on farmers who will be allowed to 
slaughter livestock for their own con- 
sumption but there will be restrictions, on 
the right of farmers and other persons to 
sicughter for sale. 

The Advisory Committee on Nutrition 
sayd “‘a ration allowance of two pounds of 
meat, plus customary and available 
nmounts of milk, eggs, cheese, fish and 
poultry, gives more protein from animal 

* sources to satisfy. nutritional requirements 

then ig required for a person of any occu- 
ps. jon.” 

Canadians have so far met the rationing 
regulations in the proper spirit of co-oper- 
ation and will enter upon meat rationing 
in the same spirit.

Churchill Tells 
Of New Victory 


In Tunisia 





London, April 7. —(CP)—Pol- 
lowing is the text of a statement 
On the Tunisian situation made 
in the House of Commons today 
by Prime Minister Churchill:— 

Sir, I have received reports 
from the High Command in 
Tunisia that a new victory has 
been gained by the Desert 
Army. 

At half past four yesterday 
morning, in the darkness of a 
moonless atime Montgom- 
ery ordered his force to the 
assault of the Akarit | position 
north of Gabes. 

The advance .of British and 
Indian infantry divisions was pre- 
ceded and covered by a barrage 
of about 500 guns which was prac- 
tically on the El Alamein scale. 

The enemy appeared to be 
taken by surprise by this attack 
out of pitch darkness, His for- 
tified positions were overwhelm- 
ed and by noon all dominant key 
points were in our hands. 

A hole had been blasted in the 
centre of the enemy's 12-mile 
defensive line through which our 
armored and mobile forces were - 
immediately ordered to advance. 

The enemy now fought with 
savage vigor to restore the situa- 
tion but all his counter-attacks 
Were repulsed. 

The advance of British armor 
continued and by nightfall the 
open country had been reached. 

Over 6,000 prisoners have been 

taken so far. 
/Rommel's Army is now retreat- 
ing northward and is being hotly 
pursued. ‘This successful battle 
and frontal attack should enable 
the Desert Army to join hands

“Just as the development of Na- 
tional Banking Systems served to 
offset a deflationist pressure which 
would have preventec otherwise the 
development of modern Industry, 50 
by extending the same principle into 
the international field we may hope 
to offset the contractionist pressure 
which might otherwise overwhelm in 

disorder and disappointments 
the tevioed hopes of our modern 
world.”

Income Tax Form 

Doubt hag been expressed by the Dom- 
inion Minister of Revenue that an income 
tax form can ever be made simple. Every- 
one had done his best and the income tax 
form when simplified still remained un- 
simple. Col. Gibson’s words the other day 
were, “I do not know whether I can say 
that any form can be simple but there. has 
come out now a simplified-form. It is 
simplified not in the computationg of the 
income but in the computation of the tax. 
It is figured that if a man knows what his 
income ig he could fill in the form and 
find out what his tax is in minutes.” That 
form is applicable to taxpayers with 
incomes up to $3,000. * : 
~ Montreal Gazette's comment is: ‘Tax 
forms are complicated because the 
income tax is levied in a complicated way. 
If and when the tax is simplified, the 
forms will not matter.”

London, April 22—(CP)— Assert- 
ing it had received reports . that 
“Hitler is making preparations for 
using poison gas against the Russ- 
jan front,” the British government 
vowed today that any use of gas by 
either Germany or her satellites 
would bring immediate reprisals in 
kind against military objectives 
“throughout the whole expanse of/the 
Germany.” 

The government's statement was 
issued by Prime Minister Church- 
ill from 10 Downing Street and 
newspapermen were called into an 
extraordinary session early this 
morning at the ministry of inform- 
ation to hear it. 

The BBC also quickly beamed 
shortwave broadcasts to Germany, 
directly informing the German 
people what they could expect if 
thelr leader orders the use of gas. 
The broadcasts emphasized the 
United Nations’ alr superiority and 
quoted the Prime Minister’s com- 
ment that “British resources and 
scale of delivery (of gas warfare 
facilities) have greatly increased 
since last year.” 

The Berlin radio, replying to the 
British statement, quoted German

Reliance Aircraft 
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A Foch in the RAF. 

The family name of one of the great 
leaders in the first World War appeared 
in the news this. week, that of Marshal 
Foch, Allied Generalissimo, who imposed 
the terms of the armistice, on November 
lith., 1918, upon the Germans. Monday’s 
story centres about a descendant of this 
hero, Captain Becourt Foch, who owes 
his life to an R.AF. pilot. Foch is.a pilot 
in the R-AF. and had. been seriously 
wounded by an-exploding cannon shell in 
the cockpit of his plane and succeeded in 
landing the machine. An unnamed flier. of 
the Royal Air Force. brought his plane 
down to the side ofthe crashed plane of 
Foch and took Foch aboard his plane and 
had him taken to hospital with the result 
that he is fully: restored to health and is 
now'flying.. © “ 

The name of Marshal Foch will linger. 
long in the minds of © Britons as the con- 
queror of Imperial Germany. Marshal 
Ferdinand Foch came through the first 
World War with a high. reputation as a 
strategist and early in that struggle 
he was entrusted with. the command of 
the French Ninth Army.at the Battle of 
the Marne. He became chief. of staff in 
1917 and in February 1918 headed the 
executive ofthe Supreme War Council. 
In March of that year he took command 
of the Allied armies, In the allied countér- 
offensive to the German desperate push 
for.Paris and the Channel, Marshal Foch 

’ earned the reputation of being one of the 
great master-strategists of all time. It 
was just twenty-five years ago last month 
that Foch stemmed’ the German drive 
which’ proved so costly that never “again

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The recurrence of the name of Foch in 
the R.AF. is an interesting bit of news in 
the knowledge that Capt. Becourt Foch is 
the grandson of the Allied’ Generalissimo.

-. When Meat is Rationed | 

Public eating places. will have the first 
experience under Canadian meat ration- 
ing regulations. Next Tuesday, May 4th., 
sees the inauguration of ‘‘meatless Tues- 
day” in hotels, restaurants and institu- 
tions. Boarding houses are not included, 
of ‘course, under the meatless Tuestiay 
plan. It will:be about’ May 28rd or 24th 
when general rationing of meat begins. 

The meatless Tuesday in public eating 
places will not find the meals less attrac- 
tive'for the chefs’ culifiary skill and 
knowledge will be put to the highest test 
and found not wanting. The wide range of 
foods to which Canadians have access 
assures wholesome and tasty food, So 
absence of meat on Tuesdays will be no 
solemn event. Those who dine in such 
places ‘will be looked after by the exper- 

-jenced cooks and can dine upon all the 
unrationed foods of wide range. 

The outlook under rationing in the 
home is-not dark but bright. Besides the 
liberal allowance under rations of about 
two pounds per person, there are the un- 
rationed portions of beef, lambs, hogs and 
calves, such as the liver, heart, kidneys 
and such like. Then there are eggs, fowl, 
and fish. It is just the opportunity which 
the good housewife is looking for. She will 
be ‘delighted to show her skill in the prep- 
aration of wartime meals and where she 
has to make adjustments it can be taken 
ag certain that these adjustments will 
please, .
